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Investigation clears Antcliff

Charges made against Byron K Antcliff alleging violations of 
Michigan school laws in performing the duties of school 
superintendent of the Huron School District have been entirely 
cleared by an investigation made by the Michigan Department 
of Public Instruction, it was reported Monday. 

The investigation was made by Roger A. Boline. director of 
School Management Services of the Department of Public In- 
struction. His report and recommendations were disclosed 
Monday by school officials. 

The list of 14 allegations filed against Antcliff accused him of 
“repeatedly ursurping the functions of the school board and 
violating the state laws governing the conduct of a school 
superintendent.*’ Antcliff has denied the charges. 

Hie charges were filed by three school board members, 
Mildred Bennett, Harry W. Hartsuff and Mrs. Erma Palmiter. A 
list of similar charges were filed by the Huron Township 
Citizens Committee. 

The charges made by the citizens group were signed by Mrs. 
June Davidson, president of the Huron Township Citizens 
Committee. 

Boline’s investigation into the allegations began with a four- 
hour hearing conducted at the Hannan Road Elementary School 
on Oct. 29. 


Many of the 29 persons present at the hearing gave verbal 
testimony regarding the alleged conditions and problems in die 
school district. 

Boline reported (hat he “found nothing that gives the ap- 
pearance of being in violation of school law.” He did recom- 
mend. however, suggestions for the updating of school policy. 
(See elsewhere in this issue for a comment on this by Carl Rusn, 
school board president.) 

The recommendations made by Boline are as follows. 

“1 — That the board of education revise, or update the current 
board policies. These policies should be strictly followed. The 
board, however, has the right to change its existing or future 
policies provided they are in compliance with law 

“2— We suggest that the Michigan School Board Association 
be contacted for orientation information for new and old board 
members 

“\W strongly recommend that the board make definite 
committee assignments for its members. 

“4— We further recommend that the board, by formal 
resolution, appoint is members on the negotiation team. We 
believe that consideration should be given to the idea of ap- 
pointing a negotiator, not a member of the staff or board 

“5— We suggest that each board member receive and study 
the school code. 


“6 — We feel that some confusion regarding the notices of 
board meetings would be clarified jf all such notices were sent to 
board members by certified, return receipt mail. This is par- 
ticularly true regarding special meetings." 

Bolluc slated in liis report, “As mentioned at the meeting 
(Oct. 29). it appears that most all of the allegations have to do 
with board policy. It further appears that two factions of interest 
groups are vying for control of the board. We believe that a 
strong board policy will help clear the way for a better spirit of 
cooperation to prevail.” 


The allegation regarding the so-called “Hippie Room," was 
very inconclusive, Boline reported. He added that the room is no 
longer in use. 

Mrs. Mildred Bennett, school board member and com- 
plainants, was advised by Trooper Donald Chappel of State 
Police Post at Flat Rock that he could see “nothing" of a 
criminal nature other than the reference to narcotics, Boline 
disclosed she was further advised that the incident “would be 
reported to the Juvenile Officer, Michigan State Police for 
further action,” Boline said.

In Romulus Democrats win big 


Democratic candidates 
seeking election to U.S. state 
and Wayne County offices in 
the November general elec- 
tion won voter approval by 
wide margins in the City of 
Romulus. 

Approximately 70 per cent 
of the city’s total vote 
registration went to the polls. 
The number of ballots cast, 


5,193, was the highest since the 
1968 presidential election, it 
was reported by election of- 
ficials. 

The city’s present vote 
registration lists stand at 8,534 
persons. 

Stale Proposal A and 
Proposal B were both 
defeated. 

The controversial Proposal 


C which bans state financial 
aid to non-public schools and 
students was approved by 
almost two to one vote. 

There were no local issues 
before the city’s electorate 
Nov. 3 

Proposal A, which would 
luthorize the state to borrow 
$100 million and issue general 
obligation bonds for low in- 


Commission designed

A resolution creating a 
Community Relations 
Commission for the City of 
Romulus has been approved 
by city council. 

The resolution was ap- 
proved by a six to one vote. 
Councilman James C. Stewart 
cast the dissenting vote. 

The Community Relations 
Commission will consist of 15 
members appointed by the 
mayor with the approval of 
the city council. Members of 
the commission will serve 
without compensation and will 
serve staggered terms. 

Mayor Hyle J. Carmichael 
at the Nov. 5 council session 
submitted his recom- 
mendations for commission 
personnel. Council approved 
the recommendations. They 


are to be contacted and asked 
to serve. They are: 

For tliree-vear terms — 
Elvera Fischer, Rev. Lonnie 

England, Rev. Allen Burton, 
Marv Hatten and Gikendall 
Phenix. 

For two-year terms— Mary 
Hearst, Patricia McDonald, 
Tom Janack, National Butler 
and Donna L. Zavitz. 

For one-year terms— Gary 
Martin, Nancy Shirley, Dale 
A. Nichols, Thomas Coleman 
and Jacob J. Koch. 

The motion to approve the 
resolution was made by 
Councilman William M. 
Oakley. He was supported on 
the motion by Councilman 
Ellis T. Pennington. A roll call 
vote was taken. 

In voting no, Councilman 


Stewart said that he saw no 
definite reason for the 
creation of the commission. 

The commission was 
created to officially encourage 
and bring about mutual un- 
derstanding and respect 
among all groups in the city ; 
to eliminate prejudice, in- 
tolerance, bigotry, 
discrimination and disorder; 
and to give effect to the 
guarantee of equal rights for 
all, assured by the Con- 
stitution and laws of Michigan 
and of the United States. 

The commission will meet 
at least 10 times a year and is 
required to submit reports to 
the mayor and city council on 
its activities. 

The resolution creating the 
commission was given im- 
mediate effect.

Proposal B, calling for a 
constitutional amendment to 
permit a change in the voting 
age to 18 years, was defeated 
by a vote of 2,624 to 1,734. 

Romulus voters were in 
favor of Proposal C. The 
controversial proposal was 
approved by a vote of 2,679 to 
1,892. 

Vote returns for the 
governor’s contest showed 
Governor William G. 
Milliken s total at 1,938 to 3,002 
for Sander Levin, his 
Democratic opponent. 

U.S. Philip A. Hart was

Edward E. Mahalak (D-38th 
District) received 3,408 votes 
in his bid for a fourth term.

William Faust, 
13th District, received a vote 
total of 3,543 to 947 for his 
Republican foe Anthony A.

3,322 votes to 1,032 votes tor 
republican.

"Mr. Antcliff is to be 
commended for the fine 
manner in which he has 
withstood the malicious at- 


tempts to force him to leave. A 
man with less courage would 
say ‘why bother with such 
people,’ and move on to 
greener pastures. 

"Regarding the suggestions 
by Mr. Boline for the need to 
update school policy, I could 
not agree more. A work 
session for this purpose was 
scheduled in July-to be held 
Sept. 14. 

“Due to threats of legal 
action, and a small group of 
irate citizens, this meeting 
was held as a public meeting. 
The result was to postpone 
action until after Nov. 23, to 
permit anyone interested to 


submit suggested policy. So 
far, nothing has been sub- 
mitted. 

“From all of this turmoil, it 
is hoped that really concerned 
and interested parents and 
citizen will become involved. 
Attend at least one School 
Board meeting and see for 
yourself the manner in which 
tthings are done. 

“If you appreciate the 
progress of Huron Schools and 
improvements in the 
program, you should get in- 
volved, or they could be lost. 
Our next meeting is at 8 p.m., 
Nov. 30, at the Hannan Road 
School.”

Silver auction may 
lead to higher prices 


Between the lines 

On the art of salesmanship ... 


The success of any business or sales program 
depends in great measure on customer satisfaction. 

A customer’s goodwill should be the top priority in 
the operation of any business and for those engaged 
in the selling merchandise. 

This reminder on the art of good salesmanship is 
prompted by a report that our local Chamber of 
Commerce has received many complaints against 
area merchants. 

The complaints made by residents of the com- 
munity charged some of the merchants with 
brusque treatment when making a sale, refusing to 
make amends or adjustments uponproperand 
legitimate grievance, and in some cases with 
complete disregard for the refund demands of 
customers. 

In our opinion such actions on the part of the* 
merchants accused creates a bad image on the 
business life of the community and in some in- 


stances withdrawals from the residential areas of 
the city and township. 

In nearly every American city, township and 
village there exists "melting pots" of people, 
philosophies and ideas. 

There is bound to be disagreements, misun- 
derstandings and even personality dislikes. 

Whether in business or in government, one should 
strive to be understanding, patient in dealings with 
his of her neighbor and above all strive to build a 
bigger and better image for the business and 
residential life of the community. 

It has come to our attention that another claim to 
male superiority is on shaky grounds.

United States Treasury auctions of silver 
ended Tuesday. 

Tucked away in bureau drawers and bank 
vaults across the United States are billions of 
silver coins. Dealers, collectors and ordinary 
citizens have stashed them away not only 
because they regard the coins as souvenirs of 
a by-gone era. but also because they are 
convinced the price is going up. 

Speculators will find out just how right they 
have been soon after the Treasury halts its 
weekly auctions of silver bullion for industrial 
users — a move dictated by short supplies. 

Informed opinion about the likely con- 
squences of the move is mixed. The Silver 
Users Association predicts "no major rise" in 
silver’s price. But Simon Strauss, chairman 
of the silver committee of the American 
Congress, insists: "An upward pressure on 
prices seems inevitable." 

If he is right, newlyweds will be paying 
more for their silverware, film costs will 
increase and so will the price of silver 
soldering and brazing compounds used in 
color television sets and other electronic 
equipment. At the same time, those who have 
stowed away silver will make a nice piece of 
change. 

Silver lias played an important and volatile 
role in American history — especially in the 
latter part of the 19th Century. Faced with 
depressed prices for their crops, American 
farmers sought unlimited coinage of silver to 
inflate prices and ease their debt burden. This 
was the foundation of the Populist movement 
that almost catapulted William Jennings 
Bryan into the White House in 18%. 

The Treasury’s modern involvement with 
silver started in 1934 when it began to pur- 
chase the metal with the hope of stabilizing 
prices. A sta^gerihg stockpile of 3.2 billion 
ounces of silver was built up, much of it in the 
eventually, post World War II prosperity 


created a greater demand for silver than the 
supply. The Treasury in 1959 began to auction 
off 1.8 million ounces a week to make up the 
difference/ Some of this comes from melting 
down coins. 

Speculation was rampant after the 
Treasury cut off silver safes to private in- 
dividuals at $1.29 an ounce in May, 1%7. 
Within a year, the price had climbed to $2.80 
an ounce before dropping back to the current 
level of approximately $1.80 On June 24, 
1968, the Treasury halted the practice of ex- 
changing silver bullion for silver certificates 
of $1, $5 and $10 denominations. 

By the time- the last silver auction is held 
Tuesday in the bid room of the regional office 
of the General Services Administration in 
Washington, the Treasury’s stockpile will 
have dropped to about 25 million ounches. Of 
this, 22 million ounces are earmarked for the 
Eisenhower Silver dollar — if Congress 
approves it . There is also a strategic stockpile 
of some 165 million ounces. 

Officials of Handy & Harman, the firm that 
quotes the daily spot price for silver in New 
York, believe the end of government sales 
will have little effect on prices. They say 
consumption is dropping because of the 
economic downturn. Some speculators, 
convinced prices are near their highest prices 
are near their highest foreseeable levels are 
beginning to unload. 

Tin- U.S. Ne ws & World Report states: "On 
the whole, people who are hoarding silver 
coins can feel rather comfortable." Since 
1965, when the government eliminated silver 
from newly-minted dimes and quarters and 
reduce the silver content of half dollars, the 
value of old coins have steadily climbed. It’s 
illegal for private citizens to melt them down 
into bars, but the mystique of precious metals 
gives hoarders a sense of safety and value at 
least. 


‘Fringe’ costs soar

The U..S. Chamber of Commerce has 
completed a new study of 1,115 firms which 
traces the growth of fringe benefits. 

The findings are startling. This year, these 
benefits will cost employers a staggering $125 
billion, an average of more than $40 per week 
per employe. And the amount employes pay 
for extra benefits is continuing upward 
almost twice as fast as wages and salaries. 

On the average, for every $4 received by a 
worker in cash, his employer shells out an 
average of $1 for benefits. 

Since 1959, these benefits have soared into 


the stratosphere. - Social Security has in- 
creased 200 percent, insurance 128 per cent, 
workmen’s compensation 93 per cent, profit- 
sharing payments 87 per cent, paid holidays 
76 per cent, and so on. 

The truth is that taxation and fringe 
benefits, when combined with inflation, are 
removing the discretionary spending ability 
of most U.S. citizens. Their income is 
"managed” by government and other 
agencies beyond their control.

In the words of the Star, "AFS annually 
brings more than 3,000 students from 61 
countries to the United States. Its Americans 
Abroad program sends more than 1,400 teens 
yearly to 44 countries overseas. In the past 23 
years, more than 47,000 students from 79 
countries have participated in AFS in- 
ternational scholarship programs.” 

Tlie students who participate in the 
American Field Service are the kind of young 
people who will work toward a higher level of 
understanding with due respect for the views 
and rights or others— something the world 
sadly needs.

New programs developed 


After evaluating the role of the school in the 
Romulus school system, it became apparent to the 
school officials that we were not meeting the needs 
of the citizens beyond the age of 16. 

The first step in planning a progam to meet these 
needs was to involve local people in the iden- 
tification of their own problems and concerns in 
such a way that the needs of the people and the 
community were identified and met. 

This was accomplished by organizing a Policy 
Advisory Council consisting of representatives from 
all phases of the community. From this council a 
Continuing Education Committee was formed. The 
committee members then began a general study of 
the community’s needs and concerns and obtained 
responses through a survey that was sent to the 
citizens 

After these conferences, the four-pronged 
Community Education Programs were developed. 

1 To find a post-high school program to upgrade 
individual skills through adult basis education and 
enrichment programs. 

2. To provide transferable college credit op- 
portumes 

3 To assist students who left high school before 
graduating to acquire saleable skills. 



4. To provide opportunities for completion of high 
school work for a diploma. 

Following the school board approval, a Com- 
munity Education grant for $5,000 was received 
from Eastern Michigan University Community 
Education Center. This grant served as an "um- 
brella” for all of the Community School Programs 
listed 

In September 1970, the following programs were 
started and or continued. 

1. Wayne County Community College Center 
(Housed at the senior high school building.) 

2. Adult Basic Education: a program for persons 
16 years of age or older who nave completed less 
than eight years of formal education. 

3. E.S.E.A. Title I Program: (a) language 
development programs, (b) Reading improvement 
programs (RIP), and (c) cultural development and 
Communications project. 

4 Breakfast programs in three elementary 
schools. 

5. YWCA Nursery School Program 

6 High School completion and enrichment 
classes 

7. Health Service one full-time school nurse, 
including complete health services.

8. Counseling services: one full-time social worker 
to service Title I pupils. 

9. Neighborhood Youth Corps (NYC): work- 
training program administered through the Wayne 
County Intermediate School District 

Tin- above programs further utilize public owned 
school facilities through out the community. 

This is an exemplary project approved by the 
Michigan Department of Education under Section 
142 (d) of the Vocation Education Amendments of 
1968 The purpose of this program is to motivate 
young people to become self-supporting by ex- 
panding vocational education programs now 
available in the high school, to help them develop 
job skills 

Two Programs now in progress are: 

1 Cosmetology. Monday, Tuesday and Wed- 
nesdays from 3 to 6 p.m. 

2. Auto Mechanics: Thursday from 3 to 7 p.m and 
Saturday from 9 a m to 1 p m

George McGovern and 
those who back him and other 
candidates for the nomination 
are angry at the sponsors of 
the Muskie broadcast for 
giving special focus to the 
Maine senator. The fact that 
llie speech clearly helped the 
Democratic cause does not 
seem to soften these 
criticisms. 

In this same spirit all the 
prospective rivals jumped on 
Sargent Shriver last spring 
when he offered to spend six 
months working for the 
election of Democrats. 

Harriman and Califano are 
unquestionably right. The 
party needs composure and 
reflection and new directions 
far more than it needs a fight. 
It is imprudent for Democrats 
to count on being wafted into 
power by Republican 
mistakes. The economy may 
not be soft in two years. 

But the standards will soon 
be raised, the maneuvering is 
underway, the pulses are 
beating faster, and the battle 
is not to be avoided.

Huron citizens 9 
group answers back 

To the Editor: 

In reference to the article that appeared in this paper Nov. 4 . 
The Huron Township Citizens Committee in conjunction with 
Mrs. Palmiter, Mr. Hartsuff and Mrs. Bennett made exactly 14 
charges against Superintendent Byron K. Antcliff. 

The charges were reviewed by Rodger Boline, director of the 
Michigan Department of Public Instruction, and State Rep. 
Edward E. Mahalak. 

Mr. Boline reviewed each charge individually. Mr. Antcliff 
openly admitted that most of these charges were indeed fact. 
Mr. Antcliff assured Mr. Boline that each of these charges had 
been corrected at one time or another. 

Tlie People for Huron and Mr. Antcliff did not mention the fact 
to Mr. Boline that none of these charges had been corrected until 
after many concerned parents and members of the Huron 
Township Citizens Committee confronted school board mem- 
bers and Mr. Antcliff with these charges and demanded ex- 
planation and asked that action be taken. 

After a telephone conversation with Mr. Boline on Nov. 4, at 
4 :30 p.m. he quoted, "The charges have not been dropped as of 
this date." Mr. Boline went on to say the charges are still under 
investigation, therefore no statement has been sent to Mr. 
Antcliff or the People for Huron refuting these charges. 

People for Huron, your statement in the paper that all these 
charges have been refuted by Mr. Boline is another false fact. 

Mr. Hartsuff stated at the Oct. 29 meeting that all board 
members had previously agreed and gave Mr. Antcliff per- 
mission to establish a one-year contract for the teachers. Mr. 
Antcliff went beyond this and submitted to the board just a few 
days before the meeting a two-year contract. Mrs. Palmiter, Mr. 
Hartsuff and Mrs. Bennett refrained from voting on the grounds 
that the procedure and contract were illegal. 

Tliere is no law in this country that states that board members 
must take advice from any one particular lawyer. This is called 
freedom. 

When Mr. Rush called for an executive session, Mr. Larry S. 
Davidow, attorney advised the chairman of the board that this 
was an illegal step but Mr. Kyko, Mrs. Richert, Mr. Rush, Mr. 
Larabelle and Mr. Antcliff who are very good at by-passing 
rules, school board policy and Roberts rules of order, did leave 
the public meeting in spite of being challenged on its legality. 

As they left the room Mr. Davidow advised the other three 
board members to remain in their seats if they did not want to be 
a party to this illegal act. 

Mrs. Bennett had been given the floor by Mr. Rush and was in 
the process of making a motion, which she attempted to read 
aloud. Mr. Rush insisted she hand it to the secretary Mrs. Jean 
Richert to read. Instead, Mrs. Richert read the letter to herself 
and then threw it in front of her and immediately made a new 
motion to turn it down. It was seconded by Mr. Larabelle, 
thereby ignoring Mrs. Bennett’s motion that was already on the 
floor. 

A few days before the teacher ratification meeting, Hartsuff, 
Palmiter and Bennett tried to block ratification of the teachers’ 
contract. Wouldn’t you do the same if you realized that these 
new contracts are going to cost us taxpayers an added sum. of 
$6.75 for first year bachelors and $2,100 for a masters with 42 
percent of the teachers holding a masters. 

The vote by the teachers was 76 to 4 in favor of the contract. If 
you were a teacher who did not live in this district and did not 
have to pay the outrageous high taxes we already have, you too 
would have voted for all the goodies that Mr. Antcliff handed out 
on a silver platter.

Wayne County OEO program losing finances 


The Great Lakes Regional Office of Economic Opportunity 
has notified the Wayne County Board of Commissioners that 
financial assistance to the Wayne County Office of Economic 
Opportunity will be discontinued at the end of its present grant 
on Nov. 30, 1970. 

“This action is consistent with OEO and Administration ef- 
forts to demand high levels of management and program ef- 
ficiency in the allocation of resources Funds not used in Wayne 
County wll be invested in other areas of th Great Lakes Region 
that are better able to provide services to poor people,” stated 
Wendell Verduin, Regional Director of OEO’s Great Lakes 
Region. 

Vi rduiu, in a letter to Commissioner John S. Cook cited four 
reasons for the decision: 


1. — The program operations of the County of Wayne, 
Michigan, Office of Economic Opportunity are generally 
ineffective and no not have a measurable or potentially major 
impact on t he causes of poverty in the community. 

2. — Within the County o Wayne, Office of Economic Op-

porlunity, there is almost a total absence of planning or even 
capability* of planning, without which the County of Wayne, 
Office of Economic Opportunity is unable to and does not 
develop information as to the problems and causes of poverty in 
the community, unable to and does not have determine how 
much and how effectively assistance is being provided to deal 
with these problems, and unable to and does not establish

:i. — The Cnunty "f Wayne. Michigan, Office of Economic 
Opportunity does not have effective procedures by which the 
poor and area residents are able to influence the character of 
programs affecting their interests.

4 — The Wayne County Economic Opportunity Committee has 
evidence a pattern of direct participation in and interference 
with the implementation and execution of policy bv the Exec- 
utive Director and his staff, thereby causing programs to lose 
impetus, direction, coordination and purpose.

why their application for refunding should not be rejected 
Verduin in his latter stated that the information presened at 
the meeting did little to change the Regional Office’s 
assessment of their operations, and in fact confirmed the 
Regional Office’s position He added that the four reasons cited 
above are of sufficient seriousness to refuse to refund the 
agency. 

Verduin made it clear however, that this office had not 
eliminated the possibility for a future OEO program in Wayne 
County He added that his office will give guidance and technical

Cook sent telegrams in-

Building. 

If Verduin ‘s decision stands, 
eight neighborhood action 
centers outside Detroit will be 
closed and some 90 employes 
of the Wayne County Office of 
Economic Opportunity will be 
laid off. The centers are 


located in Ecorse, Highland, 
Inkster, River Rouge, 
Romulus, Sumpter, Taylor 
and Hamtramck. 

A freshly-signed $565,000 
contract with the Michigan 
Employment Security 
Commission under which the 
County OEO was to refer 
unemployed persons for job 
training and placement wtwld 
also be lost. County officials 
disclosed. 

In a six-page telegram to 
Cook. Verduin charged that 
County OEO programs “are 
generally ineffective and do

Water accidents 
down this year 


Michigan has had 623 
reported watei accidents 
through September this year 
which have claimed the lives 
of 237 persons and injured 263 
others. State Police water 
safety unit figures disclosed. 

The deaths are down by 50 
while accidents are up 33 and 
injuries are uo by 17 com- 
pared with the si.me nine- 
month period last year. 

The accident total includes 
229 in which fatalities oc- 


curred. 195 which involved 
personal injuries, and 199 
which involved property 
damamge only. 

The breakdown of deaths 
included 128 swimmers or 
waders. 28 boat operators. 28 
boat passengers, 33 who died 
in various falls into water, 
four who died attempting 
rescues, one diver, and 15 
miscellaneous. 

The accident information is 
compiled by the State Police.

RESOLUTION NO. 70-107 

A RESOLUTION creating a Community Relations 
Commission for the City of Romulus, Michigan, consisting 
of fifteen members appointed by the Mayor with the 
approval of the City Council, to serve without com- 
pensation, defining the functions and duties of the com- 
mission and objectives sought to be accomplished, and 
providing for the organization and operation of the 
commission. 

BE IT RESOLVED BY THE CITY COUNCIL OF THE 
CITY OF ROMULUS, MICHIGAN: 

Section 1. Policy A commission is hereby created 
through which the City of Romulus. Michigan, officially 
may encourage and bring about mutual understanding 
and respect among all groups in the City, eliminate 
prejudice, intolerance, bigotry, discrimination and 
disorder occasioned thereby, and give effect to the 
guarantee of equal rights for all assured by the Con- 
stitution and the laws of this state and of the United States 
of America. 

Section 2. Community Relations Commission. There is 
hereby created a Community Relations Commission for 
the City of Romulus. Michigan. It shall consist of fifteen 
members, serving without compensation, to be appointed 
by the Mayor with approval of the City Council. The 
members shall be chosen from the various racial, 
religious, and ethnic groups, community organization, 
labor organization, and other groups and agencies con- 
cerned with human relations in the City of Romulus. The 
Mayor shall request the representative groups to submit 
names from their membership for the Mayor to consider 
for appointment to the commission. Of the fifteen 
members first appointed, five shall be appointed for one 
year, five for two years and Five for three years; 
ihereafter all appointments to the commission shall be for 
a term of three years. Any member may be removed by 
the Mayor with the approval of the City Council for good 
cause. In the event of death, resignation or removal of any 
member, his successor shall be appointed by the Mayor 
with the approval of the City Council to serve for the 
unexpired period of the term for which such member had 
been appointed Eight members of the commission shall 
constitute a quorum for the transaction of business. 

Section 3. Officers and Committees: The commission at 
its organizational meeting and each annual meeting 
thereafter shall elect from the membership a chairman, a 
vice chairman; and a secretary; provided that no 
member shall serve in the same office for more than one 
( l ) year in succession. The chairman, vice-chairman, and 
secretary shall have and perform such duties as are 
commonly associated with their respective titles. The 
officers of the commission shall be and constitute the 
executive committee of the commission which shall 
exercise such powers of the commission between its 
regular meetings as may be authorized by the com- 
mission. The commission shall be further authorized to 
appoint and fix membership of such number of standing 
and temporary committees as it may find expedient for 
the performance of its duties 

Section 4 Meetings The Community Relations Com- 
mission shall meet at least ten times a year at such lime 
and place as shall be fixed by the commission by its 
standing rules. Meetings shall be called by the chairman, 
or in his absence by the vice-chairman. All members shall 
be notified of meetings at least forty-eight hours in ad- 
vance The commission shall prepare its own agenda for 
all meetings and establish its own rules of order or adopt 
Robert’s Rules of Order for the conduct of its meetings 


Minutes of all meetings shall be filed wall the City 
Clerk and copies furnished to the Mayor and City Coun- 
cil. 

Section 5. Functions The functions, duties, and powers 
of the commission shall be 


a To foster mutual understanding and respect among 

all racial, and nationality groups in tne City of 
Romulus. It shall discourage discriminatory practices 
among any such groups, or any of its members It 
shall cooperate with City, State, and Federal agencies 
as w-ell as with non-governmental organizations; it 
shall examine and make such studies in any field of 
human relations as in the judgment of the Community 
Relations Committee will aid in effectuating its 
general purpose 

b To study and examine problems arising between 
people or groups in the City of Romulus which may 
result in tensions, discrimination or prejudice on 
account of race, color, creed, national origin or an- 
cestry. 

c To formulate and carry out programs of community 
education and information with the object of 
discouraging and eliminating any such tensions, 
prejudice or discrimination. 

d To receive and investigate complaints of (1) Racial, 
religious and ethnic group tensions, prejudices, in- 
tolerance. bigotry and disorder occasioned thereby; 
(2) discrimination against any person, group, of 
persons, organizations or corporation. The com- 
mission shall seek to correct practices of 
discrimination through negoiation and education. 

e. To issue such publications and reports of 
examinations and research as in its judgment will 
tend to minimize or eliminate prejudice, intolerance, 
race or area tensions and discrimination or which will 
promote or tend to promote goodwill. 

f. To strive to secure the cooperation of various racial, 
religious, nationality and ethnic groups, formal or 
informal groupings in the community, veterans’ 
organizations, fraternal, benevolent and service 
groups, in educational campaigns devoted to the need 
for eliminating group prejudice, racial or area ten- 
sions, intolerance and discrimination. 

g. To cooperate with other public governmental or 
private agencies in developing course of instruction 
for presentation in public and-or private schools, in 
public libraries, or any other suitable place, showing 
and illustrating the contributions of various religions, 
nationality and ethnic groups to the culture, tradition 
and progress of the City, State and Nation, and fur- 
ther show-ing the deplorable effects and menace of 
prejudice, intolerance, discrimination, racial, and 
area tensions. 

Ii. To c<N>perate with Federal, State. County and City 
agencies and departments which request advice in 
carrying out projects within their respective 
authorities to eliminate inter-group tensions, and to 
promote inter-group harmony. It shall recommend to 
the Mayor and to the City Council measures, including 
proposed Ordinances or Resolutions, aimed at im- 
proving the ability of the various City departments 
and agencies to insure protection of any and all per- 
sons and groups from discrimination because of race, 
color 1 creed, national origin and ancestry. It shall 
advise said officials on any matters involving civil 
rights or the violation thereof that may come to its 
attention. 

I To prepare and submit reports to the Mayor and City 
Council or is activities. At least one report shall be 
made annually 

Section 6. All Resolutions or parts of Resolutions in 
conflict herewith are hereby repealed 
Section 7. This Resolution shall take effect im- 
mediately.

WHEREAS, the City of Romulus deems it necessary in 
order to protect the health, safety and welfare of the 
inhabitants and citizens of Romulus and pursuant to the 
authority of Public Act 319 of 1929 

THE CITY OF ROMULUS ORDAINS: 

Section 1. The provisions, regulations, requirements 
and specifications contained in Public Act 319 of 1929 are 
hereby adopted together with all definitions contained 
therein subject to the changes hereinafter specified. 

Section 2. A 11 references in P. A. 3l9of 1929 to the depart- 
ment or bureau of building safety engineering shall refer 
to the Department of Building and Safety of the City of 
Romulus. 

Section 3 Printed copies of the act herein adopted shall 
be provided by the City Clerk for the use and inspection by 
the general public al the office of the Clerk. 

Section 4. Any person convicted of the violation of any of 
the terms of this Ordinance shall be subject to a fine of 
not more than $100.00 or imprisonment for not more than 
90 days or both such fine and imprisonment in the 
discretion of the Court. Each day that a violation of this 
Ordinance shall be permitted to exist shall constitute a 
separate and distinct offense.

AN ORDINANCE TO PROVIDE FOR THE ESTABLISHING OF SALARY SCHEDULES 
OF BOARD AND COMMISSION MEMBERS SERVING THE CITY OF ROMULUS. 

WHEREAS, the Gty of Romulus has employed the services of persons of special 
skills and expertise to serve on the Boards and Commissions necessary to conduct the 
governmental functions of the City of Romulus. 

WHEREAS, the Gty Charter provides that all members of the Boards or Commissions 
shall have their salary fixed by the Romulus Gty Council in accordance with the 
limitations of said Charter and the limits of the budget appropriations of the Gty. 

THE CITY OF ROMULUS ORDAINS: 

Section 1. The compensation for all members of the Boards and Commissions of the 
City of Romulus shall be established by the Romulus Gty Council in accordance with the 
limits of the budget appropriations. •§ 

Section 2. The salary established by the City Council shall be the full salary receivable 
by such employees for services to the City and shall be in lieu of all fees or other com- 
pensation for their services to the Gty. 

Section 3. The salary for each commission member shall not exceed the limitation 
imposed by Section 4.9 (h) of the Romulus Gty Charter. 

Section 4. The compensation established by the Qty counci for the services.ixovided by 
the board and commission members shall be established by Ordinance. Title salary 
schedule effective immediately is appended hereto as Schedule A. Alterations to or 
amendments of such salaries shall be reflected by amendment or subsituted schedules.

A somewhat high-flown 
director in "Light Up the Sky" 
made a reference to what he 
called "magic time" on 
opening night, but Jack 
Nicholson, despite offering a 
truly brilliant performance in 
E*ob Bafelson 's "Five Easy 
Pieces." has very little magic 
to offer. 

Generally speaking, a 
protagonist should hope to 
strike a few sparks with his 
auoience, but Nicholson 
creates no warm rapour nor 
even a little healthy hatred. At 
best he can be pitied— 
slightly; he certainly isn’t 
worth too much effort. 

It would be difficult to 
dispute the artistic merits of 
Five Easy Pieces.” for 
Bafelson is a creative director 
who can view celluloid like 
canvas and can carress a 
camera like Orson Wells. Add 
a cast of the highest rank and 
you have practically 
everything except a story. 

Nicholson is constantly 
fleeing from values he rejects 
and he rejects almost every 
value. His life in a family of 
concert musicians is stiffling 
and he has embarked on the 
most aimless of lives, finally 
taking up with a non- 
intellectual girl, Karen Black, 
a country music buff and 
utterly the antithesis of his 


relatives. Ultimately, this life 
palls as much as the former 
one. 

Bayette, the girl, becomes 
pregnant and Nicholson is on 
the verge of deserting her 
when he learns that his father 
isgravely ill from a stroke and 
he must return home— with 
Rayette. The triangle forms 
when he meets his stuffy 
brother’s wife, witty, warm 
and intelligent. 

Fortunately, she's a bit too 
intelligent to have too much to 
do with her brother-in-law and 
Nicholson starts feeling 
hemmed in again. 

Nicholson views his 
character as knowing what is 
true and what is false and 
avoiding the traps set for him. 
He does not sense that life is 
one continual trap and that if 
you can’t adjust you can never 
be happy. 

"Five Easy Pieces" mixes 
and blends assorted styles, 
country crackers and urban 
intellectuals and the result 
might have been more in- 
teresting as an experimental 
piece than as a Hollywood 
product. It has been a popular 
film festival entrant, probably 
an appropriate millieu for it. 

Despite a few delightful 
moments, such as when 
Nicholson picks up a hit- 
chhiker. Helena 
Kallianiotes, a fanatic on 
filth of the world, "Five Easy 
Pieces." is unquestionably the 
sort of film that gets nixed in 
the sticks.

Any 10 drawing room 
comedies you’d care to n*me 
probably won’t produce as 
much side-splitting laughter 
as one healthy farce, so it is 
particularly unsatisfying to 
ix)te that Robert T. Hazzard 
has directed "Room Service, 
the first new production in the 
repertory of the Wayne State 
University Hilberry Gassic 
Theatre season, with as heavy 
a hand as a pile-driver. 

"Room Service,” the 
veteran John Murray-Alien 
Boretz romp staged suc- 
cessfully by George Abbott in 
the late 30’s and later made 
into a Marx Brothers film, 
requires at least the aban- 
donment of Floogle Street and 
this sense of acrobatic 
brassiness was present in last 
year’s notable off-Broadway 
revival. 

The Hilberry production at 
best pays only passing 
obeisance to the mad pace 
required to make an audience 
ignore the play’s tissue-paper 
flimsiness and the result is a 
large and generous portion of 
respectful silence in the 
auditorium. 

Gordon Miller is a shoe- 
string producer desperately 
trying to keep his cast 
together while he seeks a 
backer. He cons his brother- 
in-law .aTimc-s Square hotel 
manager, into housing his 
cast, feeding them and letting 
them rehearse, running up a 
$1,200 tab. Then the owner 
sends in a hatchet man to 
check the books. 

What follows should be 
sheer hysteria as Miller seeks 
to keep himself and his cast 
one jump ahead of eviction 
and hang on to a backer. The 
play’s naive out -state author, 
newly arrived in the big city 
with argyle socks and a pic- 
ture of mom, is conned into 
pretending illness so Wagner, 
the hatchet man can’t evict 
him. The cast, locked out of 
their rooms, are sneaked into 
the theatre. And finally, Miller 
seeks to put the production on 
in five days, using hotel 
money to get costumes and a 
set . on the st rength o f a rubber 
check which Wagner believes 
is from a real backer. 

When, seconds before the 
curtain is to rise, Wagner 
learns the check has bounced 
and plans to call the sheriff to 
shut down the show, the 
author fakes swallowing 
iodine to pretend suicide. 

Russell Smith hs provided a 
sumptuously handsome frame 
work, sort of early Bijou, but 
for the most part the cast is 
not up to it. Woody Eney, as 
Miller, lacks sufficient con; 
the leading lady, Layne Lit- 
tlepage, is bogus Mae West,

Commissioners call for phasing out patrol 


Wayne County’s Board of 
Commissioners has adopted a 
S196.143.150 budget which 
generally holds the line on 
spending and calls for a 
gradual phasing out of free 
local patrol services by the 
County Shriff 

The record budget, ap 
proved at the board s Oct 29 
meeting by a 21-4 vote, is $29.9 
million higher than this year’s 
outlay of $166.2 million. 
However, $27.9 million of the 
increase is earmarked for 
welfare grants and will be 
reimbursed by the slate. 

TIm- major budgeting 
decision made by the com- 
missioners was a directive 
that the Sheriff 

reorganize his Road Patrol 
and Investigation Division to 
emphasize centralized police 
services and gradually phase 
out free local patrol activites 
in the townships. 

Townships would still be 
eligible for local patrol service 
by the sheriff, but would be 
expected to pay for it. 

No deadline was set for the 
phase-out. How r ever, the 
Board of Commissioners 
requested Sheriff William 
Lucas to submit a proposed 
reorganization plan for the 
Patrol and Investigation 
Division by Dec. 1. the start of 
the county fiscal year. 

The sheriff requested a $1.5 
million increase over this 
year’s $1,995,396 budget for 
the Road Patrol and In- 
vestigation Division to boost 
the division’s manpower from 
127 to 212. 

The County Board of 
Auditors recommended a 
budget of $2,065,010 for the 
division at $39,029 increase, 
but a net cut of six 
patrolmen. The com- 
missioners accepted the 
auditors’ recommendation.

(since incorporated), Sump- 
ter, Huron and Van Buren. 

In recommending a hold- 
the-line budget for the Road 
Patrol, the Board of Auditors 
noted that the study recom- 
mendations presently are 
being considered the 
Board of Commissioners.

for salary hikes for most 
elected County officials, 
declaring that the $536,750 
needed to grant the raises w’as 
not available. The increases 
recommended were $10,000 for 
judges. $5,000 for most elected 
offices and $2,000 for county 
commissioners. 

-Earmarked $1.5 million for 
acquisition of additional 
facilities for housing prisoners 
in order to relieve over- 
crowding at the County Jail. A 
number of possible sites are 
being explored. 


- Cut the Port Commission 
budget from $127,185 to $34,000 
- a move resulting from a 


proposal that the commission 
contract with the Greater 
Detroit Chamber of Com- 
merce for staff services. 

-Took $1 million from a 
tuberculosis treatment ac- 
count in anticipation of a like 
decrease in the cost of TB care 
and earmarked the money to 
meet higher payroll costs 
which are expected to result 
from current union contract 
negotiations. 

The study recommended 
reorganization and upgrading 
of the Road Patrol, stating 
that the department “as 
presently organized and 
operated does not provide a 
suitable vehicle for the 
provision of police services in 
the County.” 


During floor debate, several 
commissioners pointed out 
that the Sheriff’s budget can 
be adjusted during the year if 
charges are warranted. 

The County budget adopted 
by the Board of Com- 
missioners is only $340,000 
higher than the total 
recommended by the Board of 
Auditors, a reflection of the 
fact that it is one of the 
tightest budgets in recent 
years. 

The study concluded that 
townships, in particular, 
should pay more of the cost if 
they want the Sheriff to 
continue to provide local 
police sercive for them. It 
stated that “most unin- 


corporated areas pay very 
little for police services evn 
though they have a relatively 
greater ability to pay than 
many of the incorporated area 
that must pay both for their 
own police services and for the 
serves in unincorporated 
areas ” 

-Earmarked $137, vie for tne 
Southeastern . . ichigan 
Transportation Authority, 
which $87,500 or it "to be ex- 
pended only upon specific 
authoritization by the Board of 
Commissioners after review' 
as to contributions requested 
and received from other units 
of government." 

-Added one hearing referee 
and supporting staff to 
Juvenile Court at a cost of 


$41,575 and increased the 
Child Development Center 
budget by $75,000 in response 
to a strong plea for more 
psychologists. 

-Increased by $2 the present 
$17.50 weekly payment for 
foster home care of wards of 
Juvenile Court. The Board 
stipulated that the increase be 
passed on to the foster parents 
by the agencies involved. 

Commissioner Frederick 
Yates, of Detroit, D-District 9, 
chairman of -the Ways and 
Means Committee which 
recommended the budget 
after weeks of hearings and 
deliberations, stated: 

"This is a tight budget. 
Under present circumstances, 
we can’t do anything more. 
But this doesn’t preclude any 
department coming beforeus 
later if they feel they need 
further consideration. We now 
confront a very bleak finan- 
cial picture. Perhaps it will 
improve later in the year."
